Minor Irrigation forms one of the most important programmes 
for development of Irrigation and Agricultural production m the 
country. So far as execution of minor irrigation works is concerned, 
traditional methods and age-old parctices are still m vogue. There 
is great need for effecting improvements m the design, construction 
methods ana operaton of minor irrigation works. Adequate technical 
guidance to the farmers is also frequently lacking on small minor 
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irrigation construction In order to derive full benefits from the 
minor irrigation programme, there is need to guide the cultivators in 
such matters as location of wells, size of wells, the water bearing 
strata that they should tap and the substaratum at which their steinmg 
walls should be left, proper selection etc. 

The object and scope of research is that a well planned and co- 
ordinated scheme of aoplied resources should be undertaken aiming 
at improving upon existing designs, parctices and methods with a 
view to bring about economy m construction of Minor Irrigation 
Works and m the use of the irrigation waters m the fields. Research 
for the present consist of the following items *

tion of tanks, embankments and preparation of fields and cons- 
truction of field channels for use of irrigation water evolving suitable 
designs for wheel barrows, pounders, rollers, other farm equipments,
